These  figures  shown  an  appreciable  improvement  in  regu- 
larity of  attendnace  over  the  previous  year  and  an  increase 
of  3.2  in  the  average  number  of  days  each  child  was  in 
school. 

Major  Accomplishments   Since  the  Last  Report 

1.  y\doption  of  a  modern  system  of  reading  for  the  first 
grade.  The  new  system  was  tried  out  in  the  Pittsfield 
village  schools  last  year  with  such  highly  satisfactory  re- 
sults that  it  was  selected  for  adoption  in  all  rural  schools 
in   the    fall    of    1931.     The   progress   being   made   by   these 
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little   folks   in   comparison   with   that   of    former    classes    is 
very  gratifying. 

2.  Adoption  of  new  social  science  textbooks  for  the 
seventh  grade  to  replace  the  old  badly  worn  and  out-of-date 
geographies.  I  believe  these  books  are  making  the  most  val- 
uable contribution  to  the  proper  development  of  future 
mature  citizens  of  any  books  I  have  ever  known  to  be  used 
in  any  school. 

3.  Adoption  of  new  fifth  grade  American  history  text- 
books which  meet  the  recommendations  of  the  state  pro- 
gram of  studies.  The  vocabulary  of  these  books  is  very 
carefully  graded  so  that  even  the  slower  pupils  can  readily 
understand  them.  Pupils  have  continually  commented  on 
how  interesting  they  are. 

4.  Introduction  of  a  system  of  music  instruction,  both 
singing  and  appreciation.  A  set  of  music  books  incor- 
porating the  very  latest  ideas  in  rural  school  music  was 
purchased  together  with  parts  of  two  sets  of  correlating 
phonograph  records  and  a  portable  orthophonic  Victrola. 
Next  year  the  second  parts  of  the  two  sets  of  records  should 
be  procured  to  make  the  sets  complete.  The  children  are 
greatly  enjoying  the  new  subject  and  are  learning  much  that 
will  make  their  lives  more  pleasant  and  beautiful.

With  grateful  appreciation  of  the  cooperation  I  have  re- 
ceived from  the  school  board,  teachers,  pupils  and  other 
citizens  this  report  is  respectfully  submitted.
